An accident ocourred yesterday morning to 
some new buildings In courae of erection 
“atthe corner of Queon’s Road Contral and 
Weat, formerly the property of Mossra 
Gibb, Livingston & Co. Tho accident, for- 
tunately, resulted In no loss of life. Tho 
upper, or seoond floor vorandab, of the 
building camo away from the connecting 
masonry and foll to the ground, 


Ir would be well that the Summary Juris- 
diction Court, daring the next five or six 
months, when Tuesday -will virtually bo 
mail day, should sit on some othor day than 
Tuesday. The change has always boen ob- 
served iu previous years, but on the pre 
sent oncaslon there appears to bo someldea, 
for which it fs difficult to account, that the 
Wednesday mail dsy is only for «hort 
time.

the Hon. P. Ryrio as 4 ‘‘Lrustee” under 
the Crown Lease. ‘he Opinion is a 
document which is remarkable for its 
clearness, force ond incisiveness, and as 
it is founded upon all the documents in 
the hands of the Committee, it may be 
suid to be more exhaustive than any- 
thing that has yet appeared on the sub- 
ject. As the document is to be embo- 
died in an additional and (we suppose) 
final letter to the Secretary of State for 
the Culonies, we are not in a position to 
deal analytically with the Committee's 
anawer in this evening's issue; but we 
may state generally -that it appears to 
ut the caso in such a light that it will 
fe difficult for any one to controvert it 
with any appreciable amount of success. 
‘We hear that copies have been forwarded 
through the visual official channels, and 
that copiea will also bo sent on direct to 
the Secretary of State, “in order to pre- 
vent any possibility: of delay in their 
tranamission. :
